PRIZE DAY AT THE DIQCESAN 
HOME, 

The annual distribution of prizes at the 
Diocesan Hume and Orphanage took place 
this morning. H. EB. Lieut,-General Came- 
ron presided, and thore were also present, 
Bishop Burdon, Revs. J. B, Ost, A. G. 
Goldamith, R. Lechler, Messrs Granville 
Sharp, Edmand Sharp, 0. J. Bateman, &e. 
There were also 6 bumber of ladies pre- 
seit. 

Mr G. Piercy, the hendmaster of the 
school, read hin annual report, which is os 
follows:—The year has been a very 
satisfactory ono in many rospects. The 
health of the Boarders haa been good 
with the exception of a few mild cases of 
measles and ghickep:pox in spring, al- 
thongh many day-scholars have often been 
detained at their homes by fever. Every 
attention has-been given to means to 
The Boardera hava 
had regular drills, frequent walke, and io 
summer aea-bathing and swimming ; unfor- 
tunatoly uur distance from suitable bathing- 
places and cost of transport have prevented 
the boys, especially the small boys, from 
having su much sea-bathing asia desirable. 
Cricket, tennis, and fout-ball maicbes bave 
also been arranged. The number on the 
school-roll has risen tv 125, being an in- 
crease vf 26.

My next 
duty, and it is a very pleasant duty, is to 
distribute tho prizea.

At the close of the distribution of prizes, 

Bishop Burdon said—I have not much 
to say, Sir, except to thank you in the 
name of the friends present and the school 
for your kindness in coming to distribute 
the prizes. I am very thaukful indeed, 
and I think all here will join with me, that 
Mr Piercy is able to submit such a satis- 
factory report. It shows there lias been 
real good work on the part of the teachers 
and that the boys have been fairly stten- 
tive to their work, For some years I have 
been a good deal troubled about the boys 
after thoy passed through the school, and 
of whom we may lose sight, and I hear 
with real thankfulness to him that Me 
Piercy has formed a scheme for the 
purpose of trying to get hold of them. 
They get a very good education hore, 
and it seems a pity that when they 
have gone out from the school there 
should not be an atlempt to keep up their 
work, This attempt is now gulvg to be 
made and a night school is going to be 
opened for the purpose, nut only that boys 
who have gune throngh their course here 
cnn keep up what they have learned, but 
that they may if possible try tu progress.

The Govornmont and 
private charity among the Chinese have 
done much in the province of Hoasn, and 
itappears unnecessary to send help there, 
however ill-off many of the'people may be. 
It is otherwise in Shantung, owing at once 
to drought and excessive rain, a vast region 
of the country is in 8 hopelesa condition for 
along time tu come. It is the same in the 
neighbourhacd of Newehwang, and new 
fields ave sending forth the same bitter ery. 
Millions are involved in thecalumity, of 
which full accounts appeat iron tine to 
tine ia the local papers, the North China 
Daily News and Herald. . 

The native authorities herd aro asking 
the fureignets here to nssist them in their 
distress, and happily arrangemonts aro 
being made to call forth the sympathy and 
help of-friends in the Home Lands, This, 
however, is only in one direction of the 
wido-eptead disaster, and the Southern 
ports as well ns Hngtand and America are 
being appealed to for help. As represent- 
ing Shantung in particular, and assisting 
other places as mach as possible, 1 make free 
to ask you to do what you can for tho re- 
lief work.

INFANTICIVE IN WET CHOU-FU IN KUANG- 

TUNG. i 
Tho fooling is almost universal in- China 
that girls are undcairable whily boya are 
genuing treasures, But nowhore 1s this 
feeling more deep-seated thav in the 
‘southern =provinces, and notably in 
Kuangtung, Perhaps tho prefecture of 
Wei Chon-in.the latter ‘province is une of 
"the lvealities where infanticide is- carried 
out to the greatest extent. In certain 
villages in this prefecture, it is the prevail- 
iug custom for such fumily to own only one 
daughtor, whon more than that ig born 
they are supe flous ones, und are ruthlosaly 
iaken to the sen-shore and loft there to dis. 
TE perchance the flood tide happens to 
come soon, they ara washed away to the 
sea ; otherwise they become the victims uf 
dogs and pigs which mutilnto and mangle 
thoir bodtes and then devour them. The 
sad crivs of these little ones may often be 
heard along the shore, and blevding picecs 
of their bodies, auch as little hands, feet, 
and heads,‘ are aights ona may not infro- 
quently mect with. Sotue yeara ago a dis- 
trict Magistrate, while pagsing along the 
shure, bebeld a little femdle infant, with 
une of her arma torn away but still erying 
and wailing. This sight touched him 
deoply, and upon returning to his Yaméu, 
ho made careful inquiries to the custuma 
of the district under his rule Bing in- 
formed of the comnwon pract’ce of infanticide, 
he was greatly shucked, and at once con- 
sulted with the -Magisirate of a neighbour. 
ing datrict as to the best means of remuv- 
ing or ot least duwivishing the evil. He 
alao petitioned Chang Kung-pau, the then 
Viceroy of the two Kuangs, for permission 
to appropriate a vacaut lyt east of the 
Magisterial Yamén, where an infant asylum 
might be erected. He yrupwsed that all 
the discarded children suvuld te taken to 

this aaglum. und wet-nursea be e! 
bring thom up, The fands for the earrying 
ou of the institution should be sub: eribed 
by the gentry of the district, and the public 
Asylum in the Prefectural City of Wei 


| Chou fa siuuld give a munthly subsidy of 


ten tals, ‘Thu funds were to be entrusted 
to the churge of a Board of Trus- 
tees, to be avlected from the gentry of 
the district. This schemo was approved by 
the Viceroy and the propused asylum duly 
estublished. For many years the institu- 
tivn carried on its humane work with groat 
success, until recently when its ugeiuliess 
was greatly hampered through the dishun- 
eaty of the man who bad charge of the 
fonds. For some yeurs the accounts hive 
never been examined and audited, and the 
consequence has been a great deficiency 
of Tunds. At lost the matter becume so 
disgraceful that the goutry havo taken it in 
hand, and have resorted to mensures that 
will compel tho dishonest treasurer to dis- 
zorge the public funda and render a clear 
and satisfactory account. Official action 
has been taken, and we trnst that when 
the funds and property have been entrusted 
to more honest hands, the usefulness uf the 
institution will be restored and even uag- 
mented. 
THE IMPERIAL WEDDING CHAIK, 

The Imperial Household lave given in- 
structions tu the manufacturing department 
of the Board of Works to have four sedan 
chairs made iu preparation for His Majes- 
ty’s. marriage, one pheonix chair, one 
ceremonial chair, and two yellow cere- 
inonial chairs.
